Tue Shanghai Courier states that the 
Taotai; acting ander instructions from the 
Viceroy of Nanking, attempted, a few 
days ago, to negotiate a loan of five mil- 
lions of taels with the European bankers 
at Shanghai, and being unsuccessful 
with them he subsequently addressed 
himself to the China Merchants Com- 
pany for the purpose. .The latter seemed 
willingfora time toentertain his proposals, 
‘but, finding that previous to coming to 
them he had tried to negotiate the loan 
elsowhere and failed, they at once-with- 
drew from the matter. Some tine. ago 
we gave currency to a réport.that a loan 
of ten millions of taels was contemplated 
on the part of Tso Te'ung-tang, the 
‘Viceroy of the provinces of Shanse and 
Kansuh, and the Courier alleges that the 
reason of the failure of this plan was 
that the. Viceroy of Nanking in his po- 
sition of Superintendent of Trade refused 
his sanction, at the last moment, to the 
Customs’ revenues of the Yangtaze porta’ 
being given as guarantee, Since then, 


however, the disasters at the seat of} 


war in Kansuh, where Tso Ta'ung-tong 
was routed by the enemy, have brought 
about a new state of things, and- to en- 
able the Viceroy to carry on the war 
and to pay the arrears owing to his 
troops, the Central Government has pe- 
romptorily ordered the Viceroy of Nan- 
king to find the necessary funds and hend

You have referred from time to time to 
the various rumours with which most of the 
cities of this district are filled; and espe- 
cially to the ciirious epidemic of tail-ctting, 
Somo of the more prominent of these 
rumours are perhaps worth mentioning. 
One is that th cutting movement 
originated at Ob ig, and is connected 
in some way. with the soldiera who are just 
now stationed in Iarge numbers within a 
short distance ofthat city. The ‘Grand 
tour’ of the: Viceroy through this province 
is connected, so the stories ran, with the 
Woosng railroad. . It is well known that 
he is spending much time and attention in 
the thorough review of all the troops of 
this district, and in numberless cases the 
severest discipline hasbeen meted out to 
negligent or inefficient soldiers, The ob- 
ject of all this, itis stated, is owing to a 
well-conceived desi 
tramway. The Chinese call. this ‘the 
centipeda’ owing to the hundred-feet like 
appomance of the sleepers, and those 
skilled in Feng-shuy state that'the signs 
portend disastrous consequences to the 
country. The centipede is stretched across 
the Dragon and will inflict a fatal sting; 
hence, at whatever cost,by force if nevessary, 
the ovil centipede must be quickly destroyed, 
Shanghai is, therefore, the ultimate des- 
tination of both troops and Viceroy. The 
atmosphere here seoms overcharged with 
similsr alarming and probably utterly base- 
less reports, While laying no grest stress
